‘T shall fight to give the Congress 
an opporunity to keep appropria­ 
tions within proper limits." 
Sen. Bridges (R) N. H.. chairman 
of the Senate appropriations com­ 
mittee, termed the budget requests 
"'a cold shock to the American tax* 
paying public.” 
Taber maintained that a 29 bil­ 
lion dollar budget involving a pro­ 
posed reduction of eight and one- 
half billion dolars in the President’s 
estimate.*, would provide adequate 
funds for the armed forces. 
Estimate Concurred In 
Taber’s estimate of 29 billion dol­ 
lars as sufficient to run the federal 
government for the new fiscal year 
beginning July 1 has already been 
concurred in by Rep. Knutson <R> 
Minn., chairman of the powerful 
tax-willing ways and means com­ 
mit ri w 
Tabei and Knutson represent the 
“bh rivo” in the House on Fiscal 
affairs, 
Taber unequivocally stated of the 
President’s budget that “his estimate 
r: expenditures for the fiscal year 
i9?8 certainly is excessive in many

December proved 
much milder 
than December of 1945, the records 
of U. S. Weather Observer B. F.
